The wheels of justice, which are supposed to “ turn ex ceed­ 
ingly slow, but grind ex ceedingly fine” went whirling all Monday 
without a stop in the Brazos County District Court, and turned 
out three penitentiary sentences before 5 o’clock in the after­ 
noon. 
A two y ear and a one y ear sentence in the penitentiary 
were handed down, also a two y ear suspended sentence. This is 
rapid mov ement for the “ cumbrous machinery of court” as many 
picture court procedure to be. 
Zeb Daniels, a negro plead guilty to felony theft and was sen­ 
tenced to two y ears confinement in the state penitentiary before 
District J udge W. C. Dav is Monday morning. 
The whole trial 
asted less than two hours. Daniels confessed to hav ing robbed 
the Cole Hardware Company of Br>an on the night of December 
4, 19 21, of fire-arms, kniv es and other hardware worth a total 
v alue of $19 2.52. 
County Attorney J . G. Minkert read a state­ 
ment sworn to by Daniels at the time of the ex amining trial some 
weeks ago in which Daniels confessed to the robbery and said 
he WPS “ sorry he done it. and wouldn’t uev er do such a thing 
again.” 
The statement recited how' he had gone alone to the 
rear door of the hardware house at about 8 o’clock on the night 
named, and prized his way into the place. Wearing a large ov er­ 
coat, he deposited the articles in it. In the statement he assert- 
d ihat his motiv e w’as to secure money , prompted by the fact 
riiat he “ was out of luck, and didn’t make any thing.”

three weeks ago. during the present term of the District Court 
Zeb Daniels was assessed a fiv e y ear term in the penitentiary , 
aav ing plead guilty of burglary at that time.

Quite a b it of comment has b een going the rounds of the 
Trade Jounials and Independent Magazines of the U. S. lately re­ 
garding the how and why of the Big Business Press losing their 
influence on their readers and tlie pub lic at large, b oth as molders 
of pub lic opinion editorially and their ab ility to lead it b y means of 
“Colored” news.

Four Hooded Klansiiieii Visit Tabernacle and 
Present Letter of Lndorseincnt and $75 
1 oken 
Rev. Crimm Accepts and Roundly Applauded. 


Just as Uev. K. B. Crimm, who has lor two weoks b een con- 
ducting the revival meeting at the Tab ernacle, arrived from Col­ 
lege Station where he preached at G:30 to the students 
and

nouncement b efore the Sunday evening service to a congrega­ 
tion of ab out 2,500 people, four hooded memb ers of the Ku Klux 
Klan entered the middle w est door of the Tab ernacle which is pre­ 
sided over b y Jess Coulee and the spectacular figures marched 
dow'ii the middle aisle and stopped in front of the platform where 
ab out 200 singers are grouped b ehind the sjieaker s stand and 
sing under the direction of A. W. McKee.

Acknowleding a Supreme Being as ex emplified 
through the Protestant religion and it’s teachings through the 
b lood t)f Jesus Christ, we the memb ers of Bryan Ku Klux Klan No. 
48 b eg to hand you the enclosed free-will offering. This organi­ 
zation stands for the clwistian religion, white suiireiiiacy, sepa­ 
ration of church and state, free press, free speecli, upholding the 
Constitution and the laws'of the land, sanctity of tlie home, and 
the inirity of womanhood and manhood. 
“Cod give us men; a time like this demands. 
Men whom the lust of office does not kill, 
Men whom the spoils of office can not b uy. 
Men who possess opinions and a will; 
Men who have honor, men who will not lie.’ 
We will stand for our b lood and it is not pledged in vain.” 
(Signed) “BRYAN J xL.VN NO. 48, 
‘•Realin of Tt'x as, Kiiiglits of the Ku Ivlux Klan.” 
When Rev. Crimm read the letter amid tlie deepest silence 
he applause swept the eilfire congregration. The figures in the 
full regalia of the Ku Klux Kluii silently waited and Rev. Crimm 
prayed a fervent iirayer declaring that the Cod of nations wit­ 
nessed tliis scene and that it was one of those things that stand 
out for conruge, manhood to make America a gieater America 
and “that righteousness ex alteth a nation.” 
He accepted the 
token in the spirit it was teiidereil liy the organization of 100 per 
cent Americans. It was a remarkab le and a dramatic scene. The 
iour figures tlien faced ab out and marched out of the b uilding 
as silently as they came. They entered an automob ile and disap­ 
peared in the nigiit. 
it was stated that in addition to the mes­ 
sage printed ab ove the envelope contained $ 75 in U. S. currency. 
Uev. Crimm preached his sermon Sunday night following the pre­ 
liminaries on the sub ject: “PrejKire lo Meet (fOd and 29 persons

He wandered away amid the strife and 
conflicts of life b ut wanted to acknowledge his sins and unite 
again with the Methodist church.

Rev. Crimm made one of the most iTOwerful appeals ever 
heard in 'Bryan.

Quite a bit of comment has been going the rounds of the 
Trade Journals and Independent Magazines of the U. S. lately re­ 
garding the how and why of the Big Business Press losing their 
influence on their readers and the public at large, both as molders 
of public opinion editorially and their ability to lead it by means of 
“Colored” news. lion. Theodore II. Price devoted a full page of 
his matchless “Commerce and Finance” to the discussion of this 
problem, which he seemed to recognize as existing in an aggra 
rating and alarming degree. 
He made some pertinent comment 
as to some of the? causes of this strange come-to-pass, and sug­ 
gested lines of conduct for the big boys to recover their prestige 
now dimmed. 
The overwhelming victory at the New York City polls of 
Mayor Hylan, who was opposed by nearly all the Metropolitan 
Press, gave point to Mr. Price’s views, and drew general attention 
to the sad calamity which has befallen the Fourth Estate. 
But 
even Mr. Price failed to go deep enough into first causes. 
The 
bottom of the thing is largely thus: 
So much money has been 
spent during the past twenty or thirty years, particularly during 
the past ten, in educating the common people that they have be­ 
gun to be able to think for themselves, and are in a manner in 
revolt against the leadership of the Big Press, now reading inde­ 
pendent magazines which go into the true inwardness of events 
and expose them to public gaze, like as Commerce and Finance 
and the Paradox do. 
The political upset which threw the Democrats out in 1920 
was not a Republican Victory, but the urge of the •ommon folk 
for a change. The pendulum is swinging back now, and if the 
Republican Old Guard and their cohorts are overthrown in 1924 
it will be a Democratic Victory only in so far as Democracy has 
followed the people during the past four years, out of the wilder­ 
ness. While the people thought they had had enough of Wood

tion of about 2,500 people, four hooded members of the Ku Klux 
Klan entered the middle west door of the Tabernacle which is pre­ 
sided over by Jess Coulee and the spectacular figures marched 
down the middle aisle and stopped in front of the platform where 
about 200 singers are grouped behind tile speaker & stand and 
sing under the direction of A. VV. McKee. Supreme silence per­ 
vaded the Tabernacle as liev. Crimm paused in the middle of 
a sentence. The first Klansman stood in line and drew- I rom his 
pocket a large envelope and presented it to Rev. Crimm who 
broke the seal and read Hie following message under the seal 
“Bryan, Texas, March 19, 1922. 
“Rev. B. B. Crimm, Bryan, Texas. 
“Dear Sir: 
Acknowleding a Supreme Being as exemplified 
through the Protestant religion and it s teachings through the 
blood of Jesus Christ, we the members of Bryan Ku Klux Klan No. 
48 beg to hand you the enclosed free-will offering. This organi­ 
zation stands for the christian religion, white supremacy, sepa­ 
ration of church and state, free press, free speech, upholding the 
Constitution and the lavvs'of the land, sanctity of tin' home, and 
the purity of womanhood and manhood. 
“God give us men; a time like this demands, 
Men whom the lust of office does not kill. 
Men whom the spoils of office can not buy. 
Men who possess opinions and a will; 
Men who have honor, men who will not lie.’ 
We will stand for our blood and it is not pledged in vain.” 
(Signed) “BRYAN JvLAN NO. 48, 
"Realm of Texas, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.” 
When Rev. Grimm read the letter amid the deepest silence 
he applause swept the eafire congregration. The figures in the 
full regalia of the Ku Klux Klan silently waited and Rev. Crimm 
prayed a fervent prayer declaring that the God of nations wit­ 
nessed this scene and that it was one of those Clings that stand 
out for courage, manhood to make America a greater Aiu*iriea 
and “that righteousness exalteth a nation. 
lie accepted the 
token in the spirit it was tendered by tin- organization of IOO per 
cent Americans. It was a remarkable and a dramatic scene. The 
four figures then faced about and marched out oi the building 
as silently as they came. They entered an automobile ami disap­ 
peared in the night, 
it was stated that in addition to the mes­ 
sage printed above the envelope contained $ ) 0 in U. S. currency. 
Rev'. Crimm preached his sermon Sunday night following the pre­ 
liminaries on the subject: “Prepare I o Meet God and 29 persons 
came forward and joined tin* various churches in Bryan making 
total of 230 for the meeting which will continue during this 
week when Rev. Crimm will go to Cleveland, Ohio, and hold a 
nicctinj; at the Euclid Avenue Baptist church which is known 
throughout the country as the John D. Rocketeiler c hurch. This 
will be Rev. Grimm’s first revival north of the Mason and Dixon 
line as he is one of tile youngest successful revivalists in the Uni­ 
ted States.

When Rev. Crimm made the call Sunday night at the conclu­ 
sion of his powerful appeal (being the fourth of the day) for men 
and women to come and pledge themselves to God and a better 
life J. EL Covey went to the platform and declared he was ready 
back to God. 
Ile wandered away amid the strife and 
conflicts of life but wanted to acknowledge his sins and unite 
tgain with the Methodist church.
